In the Woevre and in Lorraine, the American troops 


are giving'the Germans little rest and raids into the enemy 
positions are being carried out successfully. 
The artillery, 


especially in the Toul sector, also has been active. 


South of Richccourt, on the Toul sector, General Per- 


sh'Y.g's men penetrated to the second German line in a raid 
Tuesday. 
Casualties were inflicted on the enemy by shell 


and rifle fire. The raids in this sector began Saturday and 
probably are in answer to German activities which had in- 
dicated the enemy was preparing for a movement against 
the American lines. The artillery activity on this sector 
has been most intense, the American gunners causing fires 
and explosions behind the enemy lines-. 


The American troops east of -Luneville, in Lorraine, 


which places them very near'the Franco-German border, 
went into the German positions Monday and found that the 
enemy had not yet returned to the trenches he evacuated 
the day before. Despite German artillery fire against them, 
the raiders came back to their own lines without a casualty. 


On the line between Armentieres and La. Bassee, which 


has not changed in eighteen months, the Germans continue 
their powerful raids. Their latest effort was made against 
Portuguese positions near Lavenlie. 
The Germans were 


checked by machine gun fire which caused heavy casualties 
and left prisoners in the hands of the Portuguese. 
British 


troops repulsed small raids in the Ypres area, where the en- 
emy artillery fire is intense. On the French front the bom- 
bardment has been most violent in Champagne, especially 
east of Rheims. 


In aerial fighting French and British machines have 


accounted for twenty-one enemy'airplanes, while French 
gunners have destroyed three others. In addition to at- 
tacking military targets close behind the German lines, 
British airmen have bombed the city of Coblenz, on the 
Rhine, in daylight. A ton of bombs was dropped, causing 
two fires and a violent explosion. 


The 'Bolsheviki government has removed to Moscow, 


where the all-Russian congress of Soviets will' meet Thurs- 
day to take action on the German peace treaty. In Petro- 
grad two'committees are preparing to take over the govern- 
ment. One is headed by" Trotzky, dismissed by Premier, 
Lenine as foreign minister, and ttie other by Zinovieff, 
chairman of the delegation which assented to the German 
peace terms. 


In eastern Siberia, Goneral Semenoff, the anti-Bolshe- 


viki leader, has been driven across the border into Man- 
churia by Bolsheviki troops aided by released German pris- 
oners. China has warned the Bolsheviki against infrac- 
tions of her neutrality in Manchuria. .

Rosenberry's county by a big vote.

. used the great office of the Justice of the Supreme Court as a 
means of placating an embarrassing United Slates senatorial 
ambition. Not in the history- of the stat« can be found as wan- 
ton ar. exercise of power in utter disregard of public preference." 


It was a political appointment with a bad smell. The Wis- 


consin State Journal commenting on the appointment said: 


^In line with the spoils policy of the present administration. 


the shift of factional politics has been directed toward the high- 
est court in the state, heretofore always recognized as being 
aloof from party differences."

lar; erally condemned the manner of Mr. Rosenberry's appointment.

"mon schools there and attending River 
Falls Normal a short time the son left for 
Madison to enter law school. Upon gradu- 
ation in 1889 he returned to Pierce county, 
but shortly thereafter came to Superior. 
In 1895 Mr. Crownhart was married to Miss 
Jessie E. Evans, then a teacher in the 
Superior schools. They have two children, 
Jesse George, age 21, now an enlisted pri- 


vate in the national army, and Charles, Jr., 
aged 12. 


In Superior Mr. Crownharfs record was 


one of steady growth in the estimate and 
confidence of the people. 
Twice.he "was 


elected district attorney and for six years 
was Normal school regent, being first ap- 
pointed in 1905 by Governor Davidson-
